DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Painter April Gornik and landscape architect 
Ed Hollander were seen traveling on the 
subway between Sag Harbor and North Haven 
on Thursday morning. Billy Joel, wearing his 
captain’s cap, was seen traveling from Noyac 
to Sag Harbor. Leonardo DiCaprio and an 
unidentified female companion took the very last 
subway train from Southampton to Water Mill at 
2 a.m. on Saturday just before the subway system 
closed for the night. 


MORTON THWOCKPORT CURVE 

Regular riders will note a new curve in the tunnel 
halfway between the Southampton and Water 
Mill station. Until now, this had been a straight 
run. It is there without our permission or, until 
now, our knowledge, but the town says we have 
to have it. The reason is that the subway runs 


under the swimming pool of the estate of Morton 
Thwockport of Mecox, making the surface of 
that pool ripple whenever that happens. Because 
the swimming pool was built in 1917, ten years 
before the subway was built, it has priority. Mr. 
Thwockport has complained about this repeatedly 
and says the value of his property is compromised 
because of it. After years of nothing being done, 
he offered to build the curving tunnel himself and 
the town took him up on it. It’s not a big curve. 
The subway now runs between the pool and the 
tennis court, where, at ground level, there is a 
new exhaust grating for the subway fumes below. 
Subway lawyers did not prevail in preventing 
this from happening. Because of the curve, the 
subway ride is lengthened from eleven minutes to 
twelve. Get used to it. 


SEASON SUBWAY TICKET 

As the result of efforts by our new marketing 
and PR director Vaughn McWhinkle, Hamptons 
Subway is now offering season tickets for 
the subway for 2019. The cost is $10,000, 
and the reserved seats will be upholstered 
in cowhide when we determine how many 
are to be installed in the lead cars. Purchasing 


these season seats will take place only until 
October 31, 2018. In 2019, these patrons will 
have a close-up view out the front with the big 
headlight shining on the tracks ahead and buyers 
will also be able to observe the athletic abilities of 
the motorman and, at his discretion, allow season 
ticket holders to have one child between age three 
and five sit on his lap for a period of time yet to 
be determined. 


SAG HARBOR STATION TO BE IMPROVED 

Three years ago, the new Georgica Station 
opened between Sagaponack and East Hampton 
featuring a concierge, hors d’oeuvres, white wine 


and a string quartet on the platform. Now the: 


Sag Harbor Station, which has been around since 
the subway began, will be upgraded to showcase 
the pleasures of Sag Harbor. There will be a 
scrimshaw exhibit, wallpaper designed with an 
abbreviated history of that place from its days as 
a whaling hub, early black and white film from 
that era, a library annex kiosk where books can be 
borrowed and returned for free and a re-creation 
of John Steinbeck’s writing studio. All funds for 
this effort are being raised by Sag Harbor’s own 
April Gornik who is working hand-in-hand with 
the Sag Harbor Village Trustees.

A record number of people will have used 
the Hamptons Subway this summer if things 
continue as they are through Labor Day. With

GOAT LAWN-CARE HERDS BRING COMPLAINTS 


This week the Hamptons Police received a 
small number of calls from area homeowners 
complaining of goats trespassing on their 
property. “We started getting calls on Friday, 
but at first we thought people were pranking us,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“By the fourth complaint, though, we figured this 
was real.” 

Hamptons Police officers responded to the calls 
and confirmed the presence of goats in seven 
different locations. “According to our officers, 


the goats seemed to be engaged in lawn 
maintenance,” says Hirsch. “These weren’t your 
average goats—they were definitely trained 
for this.” Hirsch says that officers observed 
the goats perform tasks like munching grass 
down to a uniform height, eating weeds out of 
flowerbeds while leaving the flowers intact, and 
forming pyramids in order to eat tall hedges 
back into shape. “They were doing everything 
you'd expect a landscaper to do, but there were 
no machines involved,” says Hirsch. “The only 
sound was the sound of quiet munching and an 
occasional ‘bleat’.” 

According to Hirsch, while officers were 
observing one group of goats at an estate on 
Ocean Road in Bridgehampton, a truck pulling 
a livestock trailer drove up. The trailer was 
empty, but a sign on the door of the truck said 
“Billys Goats Lawn Services.” “A young guy 
got out of the truck,” says Hirsch, “and he calls 
the goats. Then all of the goats come walking 
over and they file onto the guy’s trailer. While 
police were watching, the guy fed each of the 
goats a carrot and then proceeded to walk 
around the estate. He seemed to be inspecting 


the goats’ work.” When the man came back ~ 


to the truck, police took the opportunity to 
question him. 

“His name is Billy Sutton,” says Hirsch. “It 
turns out he’s just started a business using trained 
goats to take care of people’s lawns and gardens. 
To get the word out, he figured it would be good 
publicity if he just surreptitiously turned the 
goats loose on several properties and let them do 
their thing. And I’d have to say he might be right. 
I was certainly impressed.” 

The law is the law, however, and Hirsch says 
that police were forced to issue a ticket to Sutton 
for allowing his goats to run loose on someone 
else’s land. “We didn’t want to do it, but he was 
clearly in violation,” says Hirsch. “We advised 
him that in the future he must have homeowners’ 
permission to have his goats on their lawns. 
But I don’t think he'll have any trouble with 
that. Believe me, once people have seen what 
these goats can do, they’re going to want 
them there.”

It Has Sprung Up Between Southampton and Water Mill

Il hell has broken loose at the corner where 
County Road 39 meets up with Hampton 

Road in Southampton. A huge multi-building 

shopping center is going in along the southeast 

corner. A big medical center is going up on the 
northwest corner. Bulldozers and building cranes 
are everywhere. Now the old abandoned Buick 
car dealership on the southwest corner is being 
turned into the Spur, a private clubhouse where 
financial wizards and investors can sign on, meet 
and discuss bankrolling fledgling start-ups and 
other businesses renting space there. It is also 
to include a restaurant on a newly built second 
floor and a wellness center.- The construction 
cranes and concrete mixing trucks are already 
on that site, too. Other recent additions at this 
corner include a Hampton Coffee shop (it’s the

elsewhere), a new Audi showroom that finished 
construction and opened its doors last year, a 
motor-scooter dealership and a new walk-in 
medical facility are now in the little shopping 
center on the northwest corner—what the heck is 
happening here? 

It wasn’t so long ago that this corner was just 
a place where, coming from the east, you could 
turn onto County Road 39 in peace with two car 
dealerships on your right, a diner on your left 
before the turn and a potato barn on your left. 
Now there’s four car dealerships, three medical 
centers, the $60 million Parrish Art Museum 
and, well, this place is a VILLAGE now. 

Its boundaries seem to be anchored at one 
end by the Parrish Art Museum and at the 
other end by David Whites Lane and the Omni/ 
Hampton Jitney building. It exists for that 
mile. It’s a bustling urban hub now, and in the 


world of transportation and health it is already

a rival to the Village of Southampton itself. 

We should name it. 

But first, we should consider what a village 
is and what it isn’t. It isn’t a village until it is 
incorporated, for example. Wainscott is a good 
example of this. It has sprung up into what you 
might think is a village in the last 30 years. Before 
that it was a gas station (now Georgica Creek ~ 
Antiques), a sand and gravel place (still there), a 
car dealership (now torn down to make way for 
Home Goods) and a Chris-Craft boat showroom 
(now Mattress Firm). On maps, they didn’t call 
it Wainscott. Wainscott was down toward the 
ocean on Main Street—yes, there is a Wainscott 
Main Street there—where the schoolhouse and 
a church and the post office was. Up here on the 
highway, it was in fact nothing you’d think to 
name, just the place where you'd speed on through 
going from East Hampton to Bridgehampton 


or back to East Hampton. Now there’s a traffic 
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light, 20 more retail shops and the post office 
tucked in, too. Wainscott is a formidable place, 
and you could call it a village, although not a 
Village. Officially it’s an unincorporated hamlet 
in East Hampton Town and will remain so unless 
it incorporates. 

No matter. We'll call it, as everybody does, 
Wainscott Village. 

My first thought about what we should call this 
new. conglomeration at Hampton Road, Flying 
Point Road and County Road 39 was to have it 
called Southampton East. But that is just too, too 
confusing. We have Southampton and we have 
East Hampton. We also have Bridgehampton. 

One could say, leaving Southampton Village 
to go to this new corner, “I’m heading over to 
Southampton East.” What? Too confusing. 

It also isn’t Car Hampton, although it’s got five 
showrooms to make it a candidate. It’s also not 
Medical Hampton, although it’s got four facilities 
and a fifth being built. 

It could be called the Village of Flying 
Point, and there’s romance in that, but I think 
what we have here is too commercial for a place 
to be called the Village of Flying Point. Cars. 
Wellness. Coffee. The diner. The Jitney. The 
gym. The new shopping center will be the Flying 
Point Shopping Center. Well, you can’t name 
something after a shopping center. And there’s 
no airport, of course. 

The big operation here is the Parrish Art 
Museum. But you can’t say I’m going over to the 
Parrish without it meaning the Parrish Museum. 
Parrish Village doesn’t cut it. 

Well, bring in the post office. Let’s see what 
they do. 


For some reason, perhaps left over from the 
old bygone days of the 17th, 18th, 19th and 20th 
centuries, we seem to equate the name of a village 
with the arrival of a post office and the name the 
Postal Service (post office then) assigns it. That 
happened to Water Mill years ago. You could say, 
with just the post office there and a church and a 
water mill, that it was Water Mill. And they did. 

Post Offices lend history to a place, and 
that is the start of the journey toward official 
Incorporated Villagehood. 

So I say we bring in the post office. Put it on the 
site between the Parrish Art Museum and Duck 
Walk Vineyard and I think we have the answer. 

Across the street, we already have a village, 
a pop-up village for 
the kids that’s open 
from September to 
November. 

I say this new 
village should be 
Pumpkintown Corners. 
Give it that name and 
it sounds like it’s been 
there forever. And 
it will keep the local 
bureaucrats from ever 
coming in to “put a 
stop” to this fun place 
for kids. Put the signs 


Meanwhile, we'll get the railroad to put in a new 
station where the tracks cross County Road 39, 
maybe to the east in an overpass. Pumpkintown 
Corners Station. 

And change County Road 39. What an ugly name. 
And by the way, just to the west of Pumpkintown 
Corners, in front of Suffolk Lighting, there’s a 
sign calling it by another name, which is even 
worse. It’s named for a loveable politician, the 
late leader of the Republican Party, Henry “Buzz” 
Schwenk Highway. But nobody says that. And it’s 
only for a brief stretch. 

County Road 39 should be called Dan’s 
Parkway, from Pumpkintown Corners to the 
statue of me riding a lobster, buckaroo-style, that

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About Race 


A Surge in Interest Here oe Issues + bake African-Americans 


BY DAN RATTINER 


D uring the past six weeks of this summer, a 
great number of events, lectures, fundraisers, 
films, lunches and dinners I have attended in 
the Hamptons have been about one thing—the 
state of race relations, as it concerns African- 
Americans here and across the country. 

By this article, I do not intend to let this 
pass unnoticed. In my 60 years monitoring 
the Hamptons, I have never seen this happen at 
this level before, not 10 years ago, not last year, 
not ever. 


I'd like to mention them’ in no 
particular order. 
I attended a dinner party under a 


tent at Loida Lewis’s oceanfront mansion 
on Lily Pond Lane in East Hampton. 
About 200 people, including Mayor David Dinkins, 
were there to support All Star Code, a nonprofit 
computer science education organization 
founded by Lewis’s daughter Christina and 
focused on helping talented black and Latino 
high school students. Funds raised provide 
summer internships for 150 kids at companies 
such as Google, Spotify and Goldman Sachs to 
introduce them to the tech and finance worlds. 
Just outside the tents, guests walked along silent 
auction tables that showcased signed T-shirts, 
baseballs and photographs of successful athletes 
and celebrities. Some included quotes from 
these individuals. Lebron James: “Dream as if 
you'll live forever. Live as if you'll die today.” 
Tiger Woods: “Days when you don’t have it, 
you don’t mail it in, you grind it out and give it 
everything you've got.” There are three mottos 
for All Star Code: Dare greatly. Celebrate failure. 
Tell your story. 

The documentary film Killer Bees premiered 
at select theaters nationwide two weeks ago. 
It is about the Bridgehampton Killer Bees 
basketball team and their annual quest for a 
state championship. (During the last 38 years, 
they have won 9.) The film was directed by Orson 
and Ben Cummings, who went to that school 
when they were young. The majority of the team, 
as well as the school, is African-American. The 
film, besides showcasing team spirit, also 
highlights the contrasts between the largely 
white and wealthy neighborhood _ that 
Bridgehampton has become with the poorer and 
largely segregated ethnic group who live on the 
Bridgehampton Sag Harbor Turnpike and whose 
children attend that school. 

I went to a lunch and fundraiser held at artist 
Robert Wilson’s Watermill Center on Water Mill 
Towd Road to benefit the Bridgehampton Child 


Care and Recreational Center on the Turnpike.

Called “Jazz for Jennings,” the lunch was hosted 
by Kayce Jennings, widow of TV news anchor 
Peter Jennings, and included a jazz concert by 
composer and arranger Evan Sherman (Lincoln 
Center, the Rainbow Room, etc.) and half a dozen 
other celebrated jazz musicians from around 
the country. The child care center serves the 
black and Hispanic community from a worn-out 
120-year-old headquarters that needs renovation 
and expansion (final cost $1.2 million). On its 
six-acre campus, teachers and coaches monitor 
tennis, basketball, soccer, SAT test prep, music, 
dance, theater and chess. Its Scrabble team went 
to the national championships this year. 

I attended another luncheon to benefit the 
Child Care Center prepared by Chef Jean George 
Vongerichten on the porch and patio of the 
Topping Rose House in Bridgehampton. Bonnie 
Cannon, the director of the center for the last 
eight years, talked about the center’s activities 
and how the center was founded. In 1949, two 
children died when a migrant worker camp on 
a potato farm caught fire. It happened during 
the potato harvest when the mothers had to join 
their husband to bring the harvest in quickly and 
so, on that day, the children were left alone. As 
a result of the tragedy, the potato farmers, all 
from the white community, arranged for the sale 
of a small six-acre dirt farm on the turnpike— 


farmhouse, barn, outbuildings, sheds etc.—to the 


black community for a child care center so this 
would never happen again. 

I attended an interview at the John 
Drew Theater on a Friday afternoon that drew 
a packed audience. The interview was with 
Khalil Gibran Muhammad, a professor of 
History, Race and Public Policy at Harvard’s 
Kennedy School. He is also the Suzanne Young 
Murray Professor at the Radcliffe Institute for 
Advanced Studies. The interview was conducted 
by his friend Ken Miller, a venture capital 
investor who runs the Ken Miller Capital asset 
management firm. 

Dr. Khalil is an expert on_ race, 
democracy, inequality and the growth of criminal 
incarceration in America. He spoke of Jim Crow, 
which the South created to replicate slavery 
after the Civil War. In the cotton fields, they 
now worked as “sharecroppers,” which meant 
that at the end of the season their bosses would 
acknowledge the 14-hour, 7-day-a-week work 
days they put in without pay, and if the boss 
declared it resulted in a profit, which it often 
did not, he would give a small share to the 
“sharecroppers.” Blacks could be hung for talking 
to a white woman. Blacks would have their 
shacks burned if they tried to vote. They had 
to step off a sidewalk when whites approached, 
speak only when spoken to, agree with everything 


any white person said, allow the bosses to have

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their way with their wives and daughters, use 
separate schools and hotels and facilities and 
be aware they could be tortured and hung for 
any accusation made by any white person. 
Jim Crow was administered by the state 
courts and enforced by the Ku Klux Klan for 
nearly 100 years until the Civil Rights laws of 
1964, though in subtle ways, its effects linger. 

Khalil urges blacks to speak out and make 
their voices heard. 

I attended a lawn party in Springs at the 
home of Julie Ratner and Sam Ashkenazi. Julie 
is best known for having founded the annual 
5K Ellen’s Run in the Hamptons. It raises 
money for breast cancer research. At this 
party, however, she had invited everyone to 
come, pledge money and hear a spellbinding 
speech delivered by the Reverend Dr. William 
Barber II, who has been described by The Nation 
magazine as “...one of the most gifted organizers 
and orators in the country today.” 

_ Barber, a black preacher from North Carolina, 
led a series of protests in that state last year to 
demand the overturning of recent new racist state 
laws pushed through by the legislature to advance 
Jim Crow practices and cut education, health and 
welfare. His demands received nationwide media 
coverage. Dr. Barber rivals Martin Luther King 
in his passion, command of the facts, persuasion 
and call to nonviolent action. 

Guests listened in fascination as he spoke, 
among them local politicians, one of whom was 
the Democratic challenger for this community’s 
Congressional seat. People held up cell peice to 
record some of what Barber said: 

“We cannot discuss the pathology of 
racism when we know it when it happens. 
Racism is what these appointed racist federal 
judges do quietly while we have the media 
distracting us by the tweets. 

“We have 13 million children in poverty. 
Thirteen million. In the richest nation in the 
world. We have 62 million Americans working 
every day that do not make a living wage, 
37 million people without health care....” 

A few weeks ago, Sag Harbor Village 
decided to hold a public hearing to consider 
whether the state should be asked to give 
Landmark Designation to the adjacent sections 
of Nineveh, Sag Harbor Hills and Azurest as 
National Historic Sites in that Village. These 
three sections were where African-Americans 
settled when buying property in that town 
after World War II. They were forced to do 
that because of the “no blacks or Jews” 
requirements in local real estate contracts at 
that time. Those requirements are now gone, 
but recently wealthy summer people have begun 
buying property in those still largely black 
sections to build large mansions. 

Author Colson Whitehead wrote a best seller 
called Sag Harbor inspired by the time he spent 
as a boy vacationing with his family in Nineveh. 
He won the National Book Award in 2016 and 
the Pulitzer Prize for Fiction in 2017 for The 
Underground Railroad. 

Further to this, on August 4, historian Andrew 
Kahrl spoke at Guild Hall in East Hampton 
about the need to protect those three sections 


of Sag Harbor. He is the author of This Land of - 


Ours and Free the Beaches and is currently an 
Associate Professor at the University of Virginia. 

During this time, new films about the 
African-American experience have been playing 
at local movie theaters. Sorry to Bother You 
is about a black man who works in a sales

call center speaking with a “white voice” and 
what happens to him because of it. Now the 
movie BlacKkKlansman is making the rounds. 
It’s self-explanatory. 

At a dinner at the elegant home of Sivia Loria 
in Southampton, I sat next to Bill Pickens III, a 
longtime resident of Sag Harbor and a vigorous 
spokesperson for the black community. Alarmed 
by Donald Trump, who, while giving lip service to 
the black community, is turning a blind eye while 
bigots attempt to revive Jim Crow, he gave me a 
poem he’d written.

hat do all these nationally and 
internationally known people past and 
present have in common?

Also, actors Alan Alda, Lauren Bacall, Alec 
Baldwin, Tony Randall, Peter Boyle, Matthew 
Broderick, Chevy Chase, Dustin Hoffman, 
Mercedes Ruehl, Roy Scheider, Gwen Verdon, 
editor Ben Bradlee, model Christie Brinkley, 
TV personalities Dick Cavett, Dr. Ruth, Peter 
Jennings, Regis Philbin, cartoonist Jules Feiffer, 
art dealer Leo Castilli, President Bill Clinton, 
presidential candidates Barry Commoner and 
Eugene McCarthy, painters Willem de Kooning, 
Jackson Pollock, Eric and Jimmy Ernst and 
hockey player Rod Gilbert. 

Also authors E.L. Doctorow, Joe Heller, Peter 


Maas, Jay McInerney, Irwin Shaw, Kurt Vonnegut, 
Peter Matthiessen, Tom Wolfe, activists Betty 
Friedan and Abbie Hoffman, businessman Carl 
Icahn, Howard Stringer, singers Eartha Kitt, 
Tom Paxton, Paul Simon, TV legend Norman 
Lear, Broadway personalities Neil Simon and 
Eli Wallach. 

What they all have in common is that each 
and every one has participated in the Artists 
& Writers Charity Softball Game, played once 
every summer in East Hampton on the sandlot 
ball field in Herrick Park behind the Stop & 
Shop supermarket. This year’s game, open to the 
public, is at a new time—4 p.m.—on Saturday 
August 18. 

Don’t know where Herrick Park is? Look for 
the big banner crossing Newtown Lane 
advertising the game for the days leading up to it. 
The game is behind the stores to the west of the 
banner. And who knows who will show up for this 
year’s encounter? 

In the summer of 1948, some painters 
gathered in Springs for an annual family picnic 
and baseball game in the back yard of Wilfrid 


Zogbaum’s home. Nobody kept score. But Willem 
de Kooning, Jackson Pollock, Franz Kline, Philip 
Pavia, Howard Kanovitz, Syd Solomon and Joan 
Mitchell played ball and laughed and yelled and 
had a good time. And that was the first game. 

Back in those days, painters and sculptors 
from the city came out by the dozens to live on 
the cheap in the Hamptons among the peace and 
quiet of the farmers and fishermen. Many were in 
the vanguard of the new Abstract Expressionist 
movement, an approach to painting eagerly 
accepted throughout the world. Paris had been 
the accepted center of the art world for many 
years. Post-war, it was Manhattan and then, 
for that one decade, Springs. The painters and 
sculptures worked in barns and out buildings 
which they converted to studios. 

Soon, writers joined in to play in the annual 
game. It started with art critic Harold Rosenberg 
from The New York Times and book publisher 
Barney Rosset. Then came novelists. James 
Jones, Irwin Shaw, George Plimpton, Joe 
Heller and Peter Matthiessen all played. “They 
wanted to keep CONTINUED ON NEXT PAGE 
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score,” one of the artists at that 
time said ruefully. Thus the game, 
formerly sloppy and informal, 
was organized. 

In the 1960s and early 1970s, 
a revolutionary counter-culture 
movement swept the country, 
resulting in many new writers 
appearing on the scene, some of 
whom played in this softball game. 
Among them were authors with 
books and political positions far 
to the left. One year, hippie Abbie 
Hoffman came to the plate to hit 
for the Writers. He took a strike, 
then a ball and on the next pitch 
and, without swinging, he ran down 
and claimed first base. It seemed 


appropriate. He had just written dan rartiNeRr, LEIF HOPE, STU SLEPPIN, RONNETTE RILEY 


Steal this Book, which was available — 

at bookstores. Betty Friedan played. She had just 
written The Feminine Mystique, which launched 
the feminist movement. Artists playing included 
Jim Dine, Kyle Morris, Ray Parker, Warren 
Brandt, Esteban Vicente, Norman Bluhm, Ben 
Heller, Bill King, Larry Rivers, Herman Cherry 
and Howard Kanovitz. Writers included Terry 
Southern, David Myers, Arthur Blaustein and 
Jerry Leiber. 

In 1968, Senator Eugene McCarthy of 
Wisconsin had challenged the sitting president, 
Lyndon Johnson, in the primary, polling so close 
to upsetting him that Johnson withdrew from 
the fray. Money raised at the game was sent 
to McCarthy’s election campaign, but then he 


didn’t get nominated. The next year, McCarthy 
attended the game, playing first base. I recall him 
wearing shorts and a t-shirt, scurrying through 
the dust. Sometime during the game, the seam at 
the back of his shorts split. Didn’t seem to affect 
his performance, though. 

Singer Paul Simon played in the 1970s. He 
was small, fast and very athletic. At one game, 
in left field, he drifted back to the wall—which 
was a four-foot-high snow fence—leaped up to 
catch the ball, and came down hard on top of 
the pickets. Everyone held their breaths. But, 
amazingly, he was not injured. Folk singer Tom 
Paxton played during the 1970s too. 

My interest in the game began in 1968. I played 


for the Writers. Dan’s Papers had been in business 


eight years. This was a spectacular, 
well-played, hilarious and goofy 
game. I decided to document 
it. That year, the Writers won 21-2. 
They won 9 games of the next 
10. Why? Nobody ever knew, 
though many scribes struggled to 
explain the phenomena. It was a 
cosmic question. 

In 1969, I received, second- 
hand, the prize for Player of the 
Game. Every year, after the game 
ended, the players, all dirt- and 
dust-covered, would repair to Leif 
Hope’s Laundry restaurant for 
cold beer and good times. There, 
Leif would announce the “Player 
of the Game.” I don’t remember 
who it was that won player of the 

game that year but it wasn’t me. 
I wasn’t good enough to have won it. Also, I 
was a rookie for the writers. At the end of that 
party, Leif told me the guy who won had not 
shown up, and they had a jeroboam of white 
wine they had intended to give him. Would I 
take it? I did. It was an enormous bottle, maybe 
five gallons. I dragged it home. It was a good 
month before I had a party at my house large 
enough to crack open the jeroboam and finish it. 
The “Player of the Game” award, I told people. 
The following year I got traded to the Artists. 
I objected. Gallery owner Elaine Benson insisted. 
So I went. The next year, I became the balls- 
and-strikes umpire behind the pitcher’s mound. 


I’ve been doing that to this day.

Since 1950 
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In 1976, John Leo organized a weekly softball 
game during the summer in Mashashaimuet Park 
in Sag Harbor. It’s still going. Many who play in 
that weekly game continue to play at the Artists 
& Writers game. One wag at the Artists & Writers 
referred to it as “Triple-A Ball,” the minor league 
for the big annual game in East Hampton. 

The New York Times did a story about the game 
that year. As a result, TV and magazine people 
began reporting on the game. And celebrities 
began to play in it, mostly on the Artist’s side. 
They were “Artists.” And for the most part, they 
were lousy ballplayers. The drubbing by the 
Writers continued year after year. By this time, 
Leif Hope, an artist who everyone admired, 
stepped up and took charge of the game—he is 
still in charge—and soon tried to even things 
up by bringing several professional women’s 
baseball players from Connecticut, who mowed 
down the writers one, two, three. But they were 
allowed only one inning. When the Writers 
complained, Hope noted that the Writers had 
started expanding the definition of Artists and 
Writers by bringing in lawyers who “wrote” 
legal briefs and agents (such as Sam Cohn) who 
“wrote” contracts. The writers were still on their 
winning streak. As a result, Leif began to bring in 
real sluggers. Perhaps the best of them was Marty 
Lyons, a professional football defensive tackle for 
the New York Jets who, as it happened, one year 
hit a home run not into the tennis court beyond 
left field, but over it—the longest home run on 
record in the game. He’d been in movies. So he 
was an Artist. 

Another big, strong, beefy guy who 
played in the game for several years was 
heavyweight boxing contender Gerry Cooney. 
In the 1996 game, Cooney was playing second 
when a batter singled to left. Andrew Lack, the 
President of NBC News, was on first when the 
ball cleared the infield and Lack took off for 
second and slammed into Cooney just standing 
there. He didn’t even have the ball. Lack bounced 
off Cooney, fell to the ground and didn’t get up. 
People had to come out and revive him. They 
helped him off. 

During this period, Leif would have me start as 
umpire of the game, but then after two or three 
innings hand the ball over to a “guest” umpire for 
the next few innings. In 1992, he had me hand 
the ball over to the Governor of Arkansas. I asked 
what the hell is the Governor of Arkansas doing 
at our game? He shrugged. Thus it was I told Bill 
Clinton, who I did not know, that if he needed 
help in the rules department, I’d be over on third 
base. He needed no help. For two years, Mayor 
Giuliani was my “guest” umpire. He needed no 

help, either. 

We did have umpires not only behind the 
mound (me), but also down the line at first and 
third. When Andrew Lack ran into Gerry Cooney 
and had to be helped off the field, I got into an 
argument with Supreme Court Judge Stephen 
Breyer, who was coaching first. An Artist had 
tossed the ball to the first baseman, thus “picking 
off’ Lack, and Breyer declared Lack out. But I 
overruled it. 

I really enjoyed being umpire. Still do. I recall 
deliciously watching Carl Icahn holding the bat 
on his shoulder while I called him out for not 
even swinging at strike three. Christie Brinkley 
batted and someone shouted after strike three to 
give her strike four, and I did. She still didn’t hit 


it. The next pitch resulted in a short bouncer to 
the infield and a throw to first in time. 

In 1976, more women clamored to play. That 
year, food critic Florence Fabricant and Susan 
Ringo, Sara Compton, Linda George, Beverly 
Schanzer and Nancy Kelley played. The Writers 
won 5-4. 

As pure sport, the game often had exciting 
moments. In the 1975 game, Carl Stokes, former 
Mayor of Cleveland, hit an into-the-tennis-court 
home run. Trotting home, he accidentally ran 
down catcher Howard Kanovitz, knocking off his 
mask and cutting his nose. What a wild melee 
that game was, the Writers winning it 14-12. 

In the 1980s, Englishman Howard Stringer 
and PR legend John Scanlon did the play-by- 
play over the microphone behind the backstop, 
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in hilarious fashion. Ken Auletta came up to the 
plate. “Few people know this, but Ken Auletta 
wrote the Complete Works of Shakespeare,” said 
Scanlon. “He himself doesn’t even know he did 
this, which is even more remarkable.” 

John Leo wrote an essay about the 
game, published on the Artists & Writers 
website awgame.org and had this to say about 
John Scanlon: 

“John Scanlon, the play-by-play announcer 
for several years, had a couple of weaknesses in 
trying to fill that job: he never bothered to learn 
the names of the Artists, and he had trouble 
understanding why the game needed any artists 
at all, When these people worked, if you could call 
it that, they didn’t even use words! So if an artist 
was coming to bat, CONTINUED'ON PAGE 52

A Brief History of the Game 


THE ARTISTS & WRITERS annual softball game began as a picnic on Sundays in the summer of 1948. It 
was played by artists such as Franz Kline, Willem de Kooning, Philip Pavia, Jackson Pollock, and Joan 
Mitchell. Everyone brought a dish. Some brought drinks. Two writers joined in this picnic, Barney Ros- 
set of Grove Press, whose girlfriend was Joan Mitchell, and Harold Rosenberg, an art critic. All this took 
place on Wilfrid Zogbaum’s front yard. 

The artists had moved to Springs and the East End for cheap rent, larger studios and an easier life. 
They talked of art, gossiped, ate, drank, and shared in camaraderie. Some recall what a glorious time 
it was. The war was over, the world’s Depression lessening, and more artists’ work was being seen in 
New York galleries. Some were successful in sales and reputation. Some drank too much. Most were just 
young artists anxious to be part of the emerging art scene. Writers joined the artists in the ’60s and ’70s. 
Irwin Shaw, Willie Morris, and James Jones were among the group who expanded to include politicians, 
actors, musicians, publishers, editors, and television personalities. The game has included governors, 
mayors, senators, a former President and a Supreme Court justice. 

Most importantly the game is now played for four local charities that provide vital human services 
and it would not exist if it were not for the humor and determination of Leif Hope, who has for more 
than 50 years kept this Game alive—with a little help from his friends. Leifs charm and wit have en- 
deared many along the way—mostly women—to help keep him organized. Hats off to them. So have

INTERVIEWS BY XIMENA CASTILLO 


A Look Through the Ages with Ken Auletta and Leif Hope 


On this, the Artists & Writers 70th Anniversary Charity Softball Game, we went to two men who have been a part of 
the action for decades. Ken Auletta, Captain of the Writers team, and Leif Hope, Captain of the Artists team, sat to chat 
about what it means to hold this event and to reminisce about nostalgic moments of the past. 


Kon Auletta 


XC: To begin, for those of us reading this program who don’t 
already know, tell us who you are outside of the game and what 
you do. 

KA: I’m a writer for The New Yorker magazine. I have been since 1977. 
I’m the author of 12 books, 5 of them national best-sellers. 

XC: Wonderful. You just released a new book, yes? 

This past June? 

KA: Yes, my 12th book, called Frenemies. 

XC: That’s fantastic. Tell me, how long have you been involved 
with Artists & Writers? 

KA: I would think I played in my first game sogiouherss in the 80s. 

My educated guess would be that I became captain of the Writers team 
probably 18 years ago. 

XC: As captain, do you go into the game every year with a 
strategy for beating the Artists? 

KA: There are three goals, and sometimes they’re contradictory. One, 
to have fun. Two is, in having fun, make it enjoyable for the audience who 
are here raising money for the four local charities. Three, is to win. Having 
fun and making it worthwhile for the charities and audience sometimes 
may conflict with winning. What I try to do is get everyone in who comes. 
Sometimes it’s just not possible, and you have 50 people and everyone’s 
not at equal ability, softball-wise. You don’t want to play a weak player in 
center field or shortstop for nine innings. So it’s always a judgement call 
between those objectives and the objective of being democratic and getting 
as many players in as possible and also winning. You're constantly juggling 
that. One of the things I do as captain is, I start at first base and I take 
myself out first. So by taking myself out first, it gives me the authority to 
take out others, because I’m not favoring myself. Some people don’t want 
to come out sometimes, but I say, “Hey, I took myself out, we got to get 
people in.’ 

XC: Tell me what you know about the rumor that the game 


started as a means to raise bail money. 

KA: I never heard that. Or at least it never came up in my era, in the 
80s. If it’s true, it happened long before me. 

XC: How do you feel about the game and how it innjsiele 
local charities? 

KA: I think it’s great fun. It’s community building. It’s raising money 
for local philanthropic organizations. I wish we could raise more money 
for them. The audience who comes, the people the event attracts, they’re 
the contributors. We’re out there and we’re having fun and playing a 
game—we pay for hats and shirts and maybe take out ads in the program, 
but essentially the contributions come from the people who come to the 
game. The players are not really making a sacrifice. It’s all credit to the fans 
who come, and I hope more come. One of the things the Board did this 
year, which was smart, I think, was to make the game a little later so that it 
doesn’t encroach on beach time. You know on a sunny day, you don’t want 
to sit outdoors at two o ‘clock i in the afternoon. You’d much rather do that 
at four o’clock. 

XC: Agreed. It’s about satisfying the fans. I’m sure many 
long-time goers want to know if you have some top memorable 
moments from over the years. 

KA: We've had a number of really good games, including in the last few 
years. We had one, two years ago that went into overtime—extra innings. 
But you remember incidents that are fun... or at least memorable, probably 
not fun. For instance, I remember when Gerry Cooney, heavyweight 
champion of the world, who they somehow decided was an artist—maybe 
he was an artist of flopping down on the canvas after getting punched—he 
didn’t qualify as an artist but nevertheless he played. And he had never 
played softball before. He thought what you did was hit the ball, run to first 
base and instead of stepping on the base, you’re supposed to knock over 
the first baseman. So this big guy running down at full speed runs into and 
knocks over our first baseman, Andrew Lack, who was the president of 
NBC News and broke his shoulder! So Andrew Lack is never going to play 
anymore. He thinks it’s a bunch of savages playing. Now that was funny for 
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me and probably funny for others, but it wasn’t funny for Andrew Lack. 

I remember another time when I was playing left field and a shallow 
fly ball was hit to me, and Alec Baldwin was on third base and he decided 
that he would try to tag up from third base. I mean, I was literally almost 
over the shortstop so it’s a very short throw for me in left field to home 
plate. Alec Baldwin decides to tag up and the ball fell on the plate. Jay 
McInerney, writer, was the catcher and Alec did what Gerry Cooney did 
and bowled him over. But Jay held onto the ball and it was an out. 

There’s also another time when Leif Hope, manager of the Artists team, 
decided that a pro football player, Marty Lyons was his name, was really an 
artist. He was about 6’4” and his muscles were bulging. He hit a ball over 
the tennis court in left field. Literally the outfield, we didn’t move. We just 
saw this thing fly over the tennis court. We knew there was no reason to 
move, there was no way to catch it. It was the most towering home run I 
had ever seen hit. And of course we protested and said, “Well, why is he an 
artist?” They said, “Well, look at that hit! Wasn’t that an artistic hit?” 

So yeah, we’ve had memories like that. I remember another time when 
I was playing center field and Paul Simon, the singer, was playing left 
field, and Paul was a good athlete, actually. That year they had put netting 
around the tennis courts and around the outfield to set up parameters for 
the game. But they had very low steel bars holding the netting up, that 
were very pointy and rough at the top. Paul, is a short guy and he went 
for a ball and he banged just below his eye on that steel frame and he cut 
himself. That wasn’t fun... 

XC: You remember it, though. 

KA: Yeah, boy I remember that. He does too. He never played again, 
I’m sorry to say. I also remember a time, I think it was two years ago, Bill 
Clinton played. I had known Clinton because I had covered him some when 
he was Governor of Arkansas. He came out to the Hamptons in 1988. He 
had just given a terrible speech at the Democratic Convention that no one 
was fond of. He came to our softball game that morning in Sag Harbor, 
where we do our weekly game, and [we] said, “Why don’t you come to 
the Artists-Writers Game?” and he did. He umpired for the first time in 


1988 for a couple of innings. He liked it so much that every time he would 
visit the Hamptons, he would come and umpire the game or make an 
appearance at the game. And even when he was President he would make 
appearances. Two years ago, he again made an appearance at the game and 
he walks on the field and everyone surrounds him, the play stops. The fans 
come out and the press surrounds him. We were in the middle of a rally, 
the Writers, and I ran over to him and he said, “Oh hey, Ken.” And I go, 
“Mr. President, you have to please get off the field.” It was crazy. And he 
didn’t realize that we were in the middle of a rally and he was interrupting 
the game and he very generously obliged. The Secret Service of course, is 
looking at me like, am J attacking him or something? I wasn’t. I was polite, 
but I thought, oh my god they’re going to arrest me and I have to play in 
this game. He left the field, but the truth is he would gather crowds around 
him and we so appreciated that he would show up. He remained a very 
popular figure in the game from the first time he umpired. Those are some 
of the best memories I’ve got. 

XC: Brilliant. As a nice segue, you mentioned earlier that there 
are so many players, not all of them the best at the game. Off the 
top of your head, who would you note as the best or worst player 
you’ve seen play? 

KA: I'll be glad to talk about the best. I don’t want to be dramatic about 
the worst, because there are a lot of candidates up for the worst. But among 
the best, John Franco, the former Mets pitcher. Pithed for us two years ago 
and then played center field. He was a great athlete. He got the MVP award 
that year. The Artists have some good players too. I remember Yogi Berra’s 
son played for the Artists one year, he was a really good player. Then you 
got people like David Baer, who is our shortstop—young guy, he’s in his 
20s. For hustling and rah-rah, my co-captain Mike Lupica. Mike is full 
of energy and hustle and very demonstrative on the field. He’s not one of 
the best players in the way that John Franco is one of the best players, but 
probably the most spirited and fun to play with. 

What I have found over the years is that I’ll get a lot of calls starting in 
August with people saying they want to play. And they'll say, “Hey, I’m a 
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really good player.” And anytime someone says, ‘I’m a really good player,’ 
the odds are they’re not, because a good player doesn’t boast. I always say, 
come to the field early and let me see you work out at batting practice and 
fielding practice. Inevitably, that player who said they were a really good 
player, when I watch them field balls or bat... For instance, the late Peter 
Jennings—who was a friend of mine, the ABC News anchor—like Gerry 
Cooney has never played softball before. And he didn’t know what to do 
with a softball. One year we put him up to bat, and Leif had arranged for 
the softball to have water in it. And so when Peter swung and hit the ball 
it exploded and it was a lot of fun. But Peter would probably agree that he 
was one of the worst players. 

Oh! One of my favorite memories of the Artists-Writers Game was of 
George Plimpton, great writer. George used to play in the game for many 
years before I started playing. George was about 80 years old. He came 
down to the game, I was coaching and I pinch hit him, which he was very 
happy about. I said to him, “George, would you like to have someone run 
for you?” He said, “I can run myself.” He swings at the first pitch, and it’s 
a line drive which knocks in a run and he runs over to first base. Now I run 
over to first base and I say quietly, “Do you need a runner now?” And looks 
at me like, who is this insect who thinks I’m no longer capable of running? 
He says again, “I will run for myself.” It was just thrilling. Unfortunately he 
passed away within months of that game, but he left an indelible memory. 

XC: Tell me, Ken, looking through old programs, I’ve noticed 


the name of the event changes from a charity event to a celebrity 
event. While both of these are true, how do you see those two 
things coalescing for the future of Artists & Writers? 

KA: I think we don’t have enough celebrities. If we had more celebrities 
we would draw a bigger crowd. 

XC: Do you think you’re a celebrity? 

KA: No. I think Jay-Z is a celebrity. Beyoncé is a celebrity. I’m known 
by a handful of people outside my family. I think one of the challenges is 
to get more celebrities and therefore get more of a crowd and therefore 
raise more money, ideally. I'll never forget talking to a celebrity once and 
asking them to come play in the game. This celebrity figured they would go 
there and suddenly be accosted by people and have cameras poking them 
from the crowd. There’s a legitimate worry of getting hit in the back of the 
head with a camera and a fear of being besieged in an open area. It’s not 
like going into an office or something, where you've got security guards. 
Youre alone out there and you're in shorts wearing a glove and a hat and 
suddenly you've got a hundred people around you and they’re pressing in 
on you. It’s unusual, and for some it could be scary. 

The other thing that the celebrities I’ve talked to don’t say, because I was 
speaking to a real big celebrity once and I asked them to come play and 
this person said, “You guys are too serious.” And what was he really saying 
to me? What he was really saying to me, and I’ve heard it from others is 
that, I don’t want to make a fool of myself. I have an image to uphold. And 
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if I go out there and I play a sloppy game and the press writes about the 
errors I made or the wrong base I ran to, I’m going to be embarrassed, 
humiliated. Shamed. I would counter and tell them, you're just going to 
look human out there. And they would say, “No, I’m going to look like a 
fool.” So that’s another reason why it’s a disincentive for some celebrities. 
But we need more celebrities. If you think about it, we have a lot of famous 
artists out here and they don’t play—they used to. We have screenwriters, 
and actors, and comedians out here. Jay-Z is an artist. He’s also a writer, 
he writes his own songs. He would qualify for both teams, and I would 
love for him to play. But so far we’ve struck out on acquiring some of those 
people. I really think that’s the way to grow and the best way we can raise 
more money for the community. 


XC: Tell me, how long have you been involved with Artists & 
Writers, and been captain of the Artists team? 

LH: I started the thing as a charity in 1980, and Kenny’s been playing 
too, so I don’t know. 

XC: It’s always such a heated game every year. As captain, do 
you go into the game with a strategy for how you’re going to win 
the day? 

LH: Well, it depends. If you have a good pitcher, they’re going to hit the 
hell out of you. They love a good slow-pitch. Kenny, of course joined the 
Writers and we both love to beat each other’s brains out. I’m sure he says 
the same thing, but it’s all in good fun. 

XC: I’ve spoken to fans of the event and everyone has so many 
great memories of the game and of you. You’re apparently 
known for doing a stunt every year, with your turnip-ball 
enduring the longest of any of them. What were some of your 
favorite gags? 

LH: Actually the idea came in about 30 or 40 years ago. Herman 
Cherry was playing in the game and I think it was Dustin Hoffman who 
was pitching. A guy came over to me with Herman and said, “Leif, he’s 
got something for you,” and handed me a grapefruit that was painted 
like a softball. And I said, “Oh, that’s great.” I took it from him and I 
started walking out to the mound, but Herman’s friend said, “You don’t 
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understand. He would like to pitch it.” And I said, “Of course! Of course!” I 
realized I was just insensitive and apologized. I walked to Dustin and said, 
“Herman’s got a grapefruit painted like a softball and he would like to pitch 
it. Can I replace you just for that play?” Dustin said, “Of course.” I went to 
Herman, who’s a painter and a poet, and said, “You want to remember, this 
thing doesn’t bounce. If it hits the ground...” 

George Plimpton was at the plate and waiting for a pitch. “I know, I 
know” Herman kept saying. So I’m there when the game starts again, 
looking at the ball as he pitches it, and it was short! George looked at it 
as it dropped to the ground. You could hear it— blub blub blub blub blub. 
George asks, “What kind of a ball is that?” He of course knew what it was. 
We had not done that before. They came back for the second pitch and 
George just hammered it across and it just splashed everywhere. It was 
great fun. So that was the start of it. We’ve had baseball stars like Jim 
Leyritz who got the grapefruit, he was a good sport about it. A lot of good 
sports in this game, including Kenny, who has a new book out by the way. 
Frenemies. I have the book. 

XC: That seems fitting. One person people tend to associate the 
game with is Bill Clinton. They say it was a great achievement on 
your part for getting him to come out. Do you want to tell us how 
you managed that? 

LH: Well, my ex-wife knew the Clintons. She’s from Arkansas as well. 
She got them to come out. They came out one night, I went up to him and I 
said, “Governor”—he was a governor at the time, 1988, I think—“have you 
played this game?” And he said he had. And I asked, “Do you know the 
rules?” “Well I think I know some of them.” I wasn’t trying to be a wise guy, 
it was just to double-check, and told him the rules you don’t know, make 
em up. He was a good sport. 

Roy Scheider played for many years and Alec Baldwin played a number 
of times. Before Alec was playing with us, about seven or eight years ago, 
it got be the ninth inning. The Writers were winning by two runs and he 
was up second. He came to me and said, “You could put a hitter up there 
in place of me.” He wasn’t a bad hitter, so I asked him, “Alec, are you 
guaranteeing me that you're not going to get a hit?” He said, “No, no, no.” 
So I told him to just get a bat and get up there. And he did. And he made 
out anyhow. But the point is, he was generous. He’s always been generous. 

XC: It’s so good to hear that the participants are such 
decent people. 
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LH: Years ago, before it was a charity and just a regular Artists-Writers 
game, 40 years ago, Senator Gene McCarthy played. He had played first 
base for the Northern League or one of the leagues up there in Minnesota. 
I asked him if he loved the game. He said, “I would rather be known as a 
great first baseman than as a senator.” And that’s the power of baseball 
as an American sport. I would rather be known as a first baseman than a 
senator. Don’t you think that’s remarkable? ae 

XC: It’s definitely a wonderful sentiment to hear someone say 
out loud. 

LH: Of course! I think he meant it. In any case, he was fun. 

XC: This brings me to my next question. There’s a persistent 
rumor the game began as a means to raise bail money. Can you 
speak on that? 

LH: I can speak on that. They never raised money for anything, except 
for two artists who got into trouble with the law during the Vietnam era. 
Bob Gwathmey, who was a painter and the son of Charles Gwathmey, who 
was a famous architect, and Bill Hoffman, who was a painter. They flew the 
peace flag. It was a great sentiment, you know, in support of the country. 
We all were against the war. I think we raised $600 for their legal costs. 

XC: So this is where the rumor comes from? 

LH: Yes, as far as I can remember, we never raised any money for 
anything other than that. 

XC: Let the record show. Another interesting fact that’s always 
noted is that your team is a more diverse group with respect 
to the occupations and qualifications as “artists.” You move 
beyond just paint and canvas. 

LH: We're much more catholic than the writers—catholic with a lower 
“C” of course. But because we include actors and architects. Writers 
are so strict. I asked them one time in 1975, before it was a charity —I 
asked Gardner Spungin, and you can spell that any way you like. He was 
the manager of the Writers. And they had flown some players in from 
California. They were very good players, by the way. We never stretched... 
that is, we didn’t stretch very much. A little bit maybe. We’d take in an 
actor occasionally. I asked Gardner during batting practice, “Gardner, how 
do these guys fit as writers?” And he said, “Well, they write briefs.” And 
that was enough that they won the game. 

The next year, in 1976, I called the Hartford Falcons. It was a softball 
team. I had read about this woman, Joan Joyce, I believe, who was a 
champion pitcher for the Falcons. They played all over the country. I finally 
got the manager and I told them who I was, and that didn’t matter, he 
didn’t know who I was. But I told him who I was and I asked him if I could 
get Joan to one game, she doesn’t even have to play the whole game. 

We offered to get someone to fly to Hartford to pick her up and bring her to 
East Hampton. He wasn’t sure and said he would try to get in touch 

with her. A few weeks went by and I called again because I hadn’t heard 
from them, and the manager told me she was in a motel in Indiana, 

that they were playing down there. So, I managed to get her on the

phone. Ximena, are you offended by vulgarity and profanity? Because I 
don’t like profanity. 

XC: Not at all, go for it. 

LH: I got her out of, apparently, bed at around 9:30 or 10 o’clock in the 
morning. I told her who IJ was and she said, “Yeah...I’d like to do that”—she 
had a very sleepy voice. Then somebody, some guy in the background, said, 
“Wow, uh, who the f— is that?” She shushed him. Anyway, they called me 
shortly before the game and replaced her with their second pitcher, and the 
manager said she was just about as good as Joanie, and we won that game. 
The Writers wouldn’t talk to me for five years because of it. I could only 
play her in one inning, so I played her in the ninth inning. But it has always 
been very personal game. 

XC: You’ve already spoken about some noteworthy games 
of the past, but is there any one that sticks out to you above all 
the others? 

LH: Chris Reeve, you know, the actor who was paralyzed from a fall off 
a horse. Anyway, he was on the sidelines and I went up to him and asked, 


- “You Chris Reeve?” Yeah. “You've played this game?” Yeah. So I told him 


to get out here and to get a shirt, so he got a shirt and he played. I think we 
ended up selling A Kiss from Chris Reeve for $5 and some women went 
bananas about that. Anyhow, he played in the game, ninth inning. Artists 
are behind two runs. We're up last. A guy got a hit. Scratch hit. He’s on 
first. Chris Reeve got up, big guy, and he swung mightily and it dribbled 
towards third base. The third baseman I think fell down trying to field it. 
So now he’s on first and the other guy is on second. 

Now this is very important, next guy got out, but he moved them up 
to second and third, this guy was out at first. We’ve got two outs and 
Paul Simon got up, and he’s a left-handed hitter and he hit it sharp to 
the left-center field. I’m not sure who was playing center field, but he 
had a strong throwing arm. The guy on third scored to tie the game, we 
were only one run behind. Chris Reeve, big tall guy, comes pounding 
around third base, coming to home plate, and the throw came in from 
center field to catch him—he was the winning run, and Mort Zuckerman 
caught the ball 10 feet from home plate. And just as Reeves was running 
by, he slipped it to the catcher right away. Reeves collided with the catcher. 
I think it was Jay McInerney, but I’m not sure. Either way, they went 
flying. The ball was of course loose and it was the winning run. 

We won that game. We gave the most valuable player award to Chris 
Reeve, however the real hero of the game was Paul Simon, who shot to left 
center field. 

XC: As a local event, as a charity, how do you want to see this 
event move forward over the next 30 years as the game moves 
towards 100? 

LH: We’re having a lot of difficulty raising money, but I would like 
to continue raising money for the charities. It’s more important for the 
charities than it is for anything else. And we would like to keep playing 
great games, but I would love to beat the hell out of the Writers.

Scanlon might announce: “Here comes Petrillo 
the artist (heh, heh).

Perhaps the most exciting play of any of the

Artists & Writers games occurred the year when 
Superman won the game for the Artists in the 
bottom of the ninth. 

The game was tied, 6—6. There were two 
out and the late Christopher Reeve (Superman 
in the movies) was on second. Paul Simon 
hit a single through the hole into left field, Reeve 
took off, rounded third and headed for home 
to beat the throw coming in from left fielder 
Uri Berliner, which seemed sure to get him. At 
home waiting for the ball was catcher Roger 
Podd and pitcher Mort Zuckerman, who had 
drifted over even though this was not his play, 
but when the two saw Superman go into his slide, 
they were still juggling the ball and so missed the 
tag. But Superman, sliding around them, had 
missed the plate. He knew it, so he leaped up,

ran over and stomped back onto the plate safe 
for the win. 

The 1990s drew crowds in excess of a thousand 
to watch the game. The game also had begun to 
have sponsors, who paid to be there—all funds 
going to charity. The most notable sponsor was 
Snapple, whose 12-foot inflatable juice drink 
waved drunkenly beyond the fence in center field 
when the wind sprang up. 

George Plimpton, Ken Auletta, Richard Reeves 
and Ben Bradlee played for the Writers in 1990. 
Sam Robards played. His mom, Lauren Bacall, 
called out raffle tickets. Ed Tivnan was Player of 
the Game. 

In 1991, players included Dennis Lawrence 
(game MVP), Jeff Meizlik, Stu Sleppin, Roy 
Scheider, Regis Philbin, Lori Singer, Dick Cavett 
and Peter Boyle. And the Writers won again. 

Chevy Chase and Alec Baldwin played in 1992. 
Jay McInerney was the game MVP in 1993. A 
crowd estimated at 3,000 attended the game in 
1994. Movie producer Ed Burns hit three home 
runs in 1995. 

After the turn of the new century, the game 
morphed into a real family day for spectators, 
with hot dogs and burgers available and game 
paraphernalia for sale. Three years ago, the game 
brought in more than $100,000 for four local 
charities—East End Hospice, the Retreat, Phoenix 
House Academy and the Eleanor Whitmore Early 
Childhood Center. 

And the game has carried on, with Leif Hope now 
essentially the Commissioner of Softball. Huge 
home runs have been hit by Rick Wiese, director 
of the Explorers Club, artist Tom Clohessy, Jeff 
Hilford, Ed Hollander, Eddie McCarthy, Jeffrey 
Meizlik and others, though none have matched 
Marty Lyons’s earlier blast. President Bill Clinton 
came to the game again in 2012, and boxing 
writer Burt Sugar and James Lipton of Inside the 
Actors Studio served as announcers. In 2008, 
Chief of Police Gerry Larsen played. Why? Well, 
the mayor introduces the game at the start of 
festivities, so why not? “He wanted to play, what 
am I going to do?” Leif said. In 2009, Rangers 
hockey star Rod Gilbert umpired. And Watergate 
journalist Carl Bernstein played behind the plate. 
In 2011, New York Yankees legend Jim Leyritz 
played. Mark Feuerstein of Royal Pains was the 
Rookie of the Year in 2012. 

Some nights, I wake up at 3 a.m. and remember 
a particular play that I might have called wrong. 

The Writers were up by a run. There were 
two outs in the bottom of the ninth. The 
batter hit a fading foul ball high over the 
crowd sitting in the grass in foul territory 
along the first base line, and George Plimpton, 
playing first base for the Writers, stepped 
into the crowd to catch it. Stepping between 
people, he unfortunately stepped in the grass 
just next to actress Lori Singer, a player for the 
Artists, who pushed at his leg, causing him to 
drop the ball. 

Foul ball, I called. It cleared the benches. 
“Interference! Interference!” was the cry. But I 
wouldn’t budge. It was not on the field of play. 
Would the Writers have gone on to win? We shall 
never know. 

Care to take the field? The game, played at 
4 p.m., is preceded by a Future Artists & Writers 
Kids Clinic at 10:30 a.m. and the Home Run 
Challenge at noon, where those who'd like to play 
can participate. Visit awgame.org if interested. Si

After two decades of 
designing all of the 
artwork—hats, _ shirts, 
posters—for the game, 
is there one design that 
sticks out as a favorite? 

The poster and Dan’s 
Papers cover for 2007 is 
probably my favorite. It’s a 
departure from the previous 
simple graphic design 
statements I’d been doing. 
These drawings in watercolor 
are energetic and _ playful, 
giving me a new direction. 


Is there any particular moment from the 
game you'll always remember? 

In 2016 it was fun to pitch the 
traditional grapefruit (painted as a softball) 
to John Franco (former Mets pitcher), who 
smashed it like a pifiata. It was the inspiration for 
the 2017 poster. 


Is there one particular artist working 
today whose work you admire? 

My partner Milton Glaser is probably the 
greatest graphic designer/artist of his generation 
and maybe the all-time greatest. He’s being 
honored by the Edward Hopper Museum with 
a one-man show of his new landscape prints 
opening on September 7. He and I are writing 
and designing a book about our 20 years of 
designing magazines together. It’s titled MagMen 
and will be published by Columbia University 
Press in 2019. 


Where’s the most unusual place your work 
has appeared? 

After designing magazines almost exclusively, 
the most unusual was in film. When Nora Ephron 
was about to direct her first movie she asked 
me if I had ever done movie titles. (I knew Nora 
from our days at Esquire magazine). I said “No.” 
She said, “ Now that I’m a director I can hire 
anyone I want. Would you like to do it?” So we 
designed the titles for This is My Life and her 
next four films: Sleepless in Seattle, Mixed Nuts, 
Michael and You've Got Mail. A thrilling time. 


If you could sit down to coffee with any 
artist from history, who would it be and 
what would you talk about? 

It would be two. John Singer Sargent and 
David Levine. Both were the best of in their 
time. Sargent was a masterful portraitist but it’s 
his unconventional watercolor approach that I’d 
want to talk to him about. 

David Levine, a friend and teacher, was the 
most accomplished caricaturist since Daumier 
and a master at watercolor in the Sargent style. 
Sitting with both would be sublime. g&

Get Lost in the Music of Rufus Wainwxight at the WHBPAC 


he Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 

(WHBPAC) hosts stellar performers from around 
the world. Every so often an East Ender steps onto that 
stage to celebrate our artistic community. One such 
success story is that of Rufus Wainwright who will be 
performing at there on Saturday, August 18. 

Wainwright considers the East End to be his home. 
He enjoyed childhood visits to his father’s house on 
Shelter Island; his grandfather was raised in East 
Hampton and is now buried there; and he and his 
husband, Jorn Weisbrodt, married at their beautiful 
Montauk home in 2012. “There’s a strange veil of 
familiarity that I feel in this part of the world,” he 
says. “This will always be my center, and playing in 
Westhampton is part of that celebration.” 

Born in Rhinebeck, New York to singer-songwriters 
Loudon Wainwright III and Kate McGarrigle, music 
is in Wainwright’s blood. After his parents’ divorce, 
he was raised by his mother in Montréal. 
They traveled the country with his sister Martha and 
aunt Anna as the folk group The McGarrigle Sisters 
and Family. 

Wainwright's first moment in the spotlight came 
at age 12, when he wrote and performed the song 
“Tm, a-Runnin” in the Canadian children’s film 
Tommy Tricker and the Stamp Traveller. The song 
was nominated for both a Juno and a Genie Award. 
_ By age 24, he released his eponymous debut album 
under the DreamWorks label, which earned him the 
title of Rolling Stone’s Best New Artist of 1998, as 
well as his first Juno Award. Now, 20 years later, he 
has established himself as one of the great singer- 
songwriters of his generation. He has released eight 
studio albums, three DVDs and three live albums and 
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COPACABANA.

has collaborated with myriad popular artists, including 
Sir Elton John, David Byrne, Robbie Williams, Boy 
George, Mark Ronson, Joni Mitchell, Burt Bacharach 
and the Pet Shop Boys. “Musically, ’'ve always been 
pretty adventurous,” he remarks. 

In addition to being an acclaimed contemporary 
pop artist, Wainwright has established himself in the 
classical world with his debut opera, Prima Donna. 
Premiering at the Manchester International Festival 
in 2009, the production was hailed by reviewers as “a 
love song to opera” and a “mysterious, stylistically 
eclectic work.” His second opera, Hadrian, is set to 
premiere at the Canadian Opera Company this fall. 
Wainwright describes writing an opera as “dynamically 
opposed” to writing a pop album, with the former 
requiring him to “forget about [himself],” and instead, 
focus on “what’s best for the character.” 

Praised by Sir Elton John as “the greatest songwriter 
on the planet,” Wainwright believes that “being a great 
lyricist is a higher honor than being a great musician,” 
adding that “lyrics are the most important aspect of 
any song.” Although, Wainwright no doubt enjoys the 
flattery from the music legend, he remarks, “I’ve gotten 
deeper as I’ve gotten older, but...quality lyrics are in 
the ear of the beholder.” 

Like his songwriting capabilities, his singing ability 
is ever-evolving. According to Wainwright, “My voice 
has improved over time, dramatically through hard 
work and dedication.” The 45-year-old music icon also 
credits age as a major factor, “As a singer, you hit your 
stride later in life, and I’m in my prime.” 

Wainwright is excited to take his Hamptons audience 
on a journey to find the “spiritual quality of music,” a 
trek he takes often. “I treat each performance on an

equal level, [no matter the venue.] When I close my 
eyes, I’m transformed, escaping to what matters,” he 
says. “[When I perform] I’m overtaken by this trance. I 
love losing myself in the music.”

about some corn-on-the cob? Sliced tomato salad? 
Fresh salsa? 

Older kids can be allowed to peel vegetables with 
a peeler and to set timers. Everyone can measure 
ingredients. Why not measure twice? 

All children need to be supervised at all 
times when using the stove or oven, food processor 
or blender. Immersion blenders and kitchen 
torches are strictly for use by grown-ups. These 
devices should be stored away when kids are in 
the kitchen. 

Able grandparents and aunts and uncles should 
be encouraged to supervise children and teach 
them family recipes. 

Some of the fundamentals of cooking, like the 
other arts, include prepping and cleanup. The 
cooking isn’t over when dinner hits the table, it’s 
over when all the dishes and ingredients have been 
returned to where they belong after the meal is 
over. Reminder: don’t stress. 

Setting the table can be a group effort. Napkins, 
flatware, plates, glasses, bowls, butter, salt and 
pepper, don’t forget the trivets! It can take some 
time to figure out where every piece goes and to 
learn cooperation. 

Grown-ups should bring any hot or heavy 
dishes to the table. Kids can bring the rest. And 
they can clear most of the dishes when everyone 
is done eating. 

Older children can load the dishwasher, while 
young children can dry some of the hand-washed 
dishes. Mom and dad can have a well-deserved 
digestif when the only thing left to do is wipe off 
the table and snuff out the candles. 

Did we mention that all of this activity can have 
the effect of helping kids get a good night’s sleep? 
And, one of these days, you just might wake up to 
breakfast in bed!

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Guinew's Montauk Yacht Club & Pattners Establish Nunseny 


n Thursday, August 9, Gurney’s Montauk 

Yacht Club and Resort, Concerned Citizens of 
Montauk (CCOM) and Cornell Cooperative Extension 
Marine Program (CCE) unveiled a two-year plan 
to grow four million clams in Lake Montauk. This 
Montauk partnership is part of Governor Andrew 
Cuomo’s Long Island Shellfish Restoration Project 
(LISRP), designed to help restore local shellfish 
populations and water quality. 

The group installed two floating upweller nursery 
system (FLUPSY) units at Gurneyss Montauk Yacht 
Club on July 24. FLUPSYs are used to grow-out 
shellfish in open water while protecting them from 
predators until they are large enough to survive on 
their own. 

These units provide increased water flow to ensure 
a constant food supply to promote accelerated 
growth. The clams, which have incredible water 
filtering capability, will remain in the lake through 
the summer and early fall growing seasons, when CCE 
field technicians and CCOM staff will perform weekly 
maintenance on the units, ensuring the clams continue 
to thrive. 

Once the clams grow to approximately the size of a 
quarter, they will be transported to one of five Long 
Island sanctuary sites. In 2019, the process will repeat 
with more seed clams in the FLUPSYs and planting in 
the fall. Each FLUPSY unit is expected to accommodate 
about one million clams per season. The two-year 
project has potential for continued shellfish grow-out 
at this site and seeding at alternative locations in East 
Hampton and Montauk. 

“We are honored to be involved i in such a worthwhile 
cause,” Gurney’s Resorts President George Filopoulos 
says. “We hope not only to grow an impactful quantity 
of clams, which will allow Lake Montauk to thrive, but 
also to raise awareness within our boating community 
and resort guests on how everyone can help make a 
difference for years to come,” he continues, adding, “I 
look forward to our first grow-out season, which will 
include our young guests as they are educated on the 
effects of shellfish and water quality as part of our new 
Gurney’s Kids Club programming.”

water quality and shellfish populations. This Montauk 
installation signifies how powerful a public, private 
and nongovernmental partnership can be in protecting 
and restoring our environmental integrity.” She points 
out CCOM’s enthusiasm about working with Cornell 
Cooperative Extension and Gurney’s Montauk Yacht 
Club and Resort “to deliver millions of water-filtering 
clams in the next two years, with additional promise 
for growing and seeding millions more in future years, 
right here in Montauk!” 

In September 2017, Governor Cuomo announced 
a $10.4 million effort designed to improve water 
quality, help shellfish populations, and_ bolster 
the resiliency of coastal communities. Since then, 
CCE’s Marine Program has been hard at work 


initiating efforts to produce more than 150 million 
shellfish (clams and oysters) with the support of a 
$5.25 million award as part of LISRP, funded by 
the New York State Department of Environmental 
Conservation (DEC). 

“We've received an outpouring of support from public 
and private dock and marina owners volunteering 
to serve as site hosts for our FLUPSYs,” CCE Marine 
Program Director Chris Pickerell says. “In total, we will 
be deploying 42 FLUPSY units this year, with at least 
another 30 slated for 2019.” 4
